Hendricks with a crowd of other fel­ 
lows had been up north of town to 
some kind of “ social” function and 
had become intox icated and were

Hendricks 
swore and acted in a disag reeable man­ 
ner in the p resence of a number of 
ladies who wTere waiting for the west­ 
bound 
midnig ht 
train 
which was 
about an hour late. 
Officer 
Weav er 
ap p eared on the 
scene and* admonished Hendricks to 
be quiet and g o home. 
Hendricks became ang ry at the re­ 
buke thus administered and continued 
his disag reeable conduct, daring the 
officer to arrest him. 
This arg ument was broug ht to a cli­ 
max 
when 
Hendricks 
struck the 
officer, and 
trouble 
beg an. 
They 
clinched and became inv olv ed in quite 
a “ scrap ” south of the dep ot where 
both fell down and rolled into the 
cinders, mud and water. 
Weav er fin­ 
ally broug ht the fellow' to submission, 
howev er, with 
a few 
determined 
strokes with his mace. 
Hendricks after his arrest showed 
p lainly the effects of the encounter, his 
face being well cov ered with blood, 
and he talked at first as thoug h he 
didn’t understand the situation but he 
understood it well enoug h before a r­ 
riv ing at the ia 1 to ask officer Weav er 
to let him g o to his home, but he was 
safely landed behind the bars. 
Some of the “ g ang ” w ho were with 
Hendricks were rather inclined to as­ 
sist him in his efforts to elude arrest 
but when they sawT that the officer 
wots determined to make the arrest, 
they started off, leav ing Hendricks to 
his fate. 
^ Hendricks has the rep utation of be­ 
ing a bad man w hen intox icated. 
His 
wife died only a few' weeks ag o, and 
he has been inv olv ed in sev eral es­ 
cap ades lately of a bad character. 
This is the fourth time that he lias 
been arrested by officer WTeav er. 
Hendricks was taken to the May or's 
court this morning and p lead g uilty 
to a charg e of p ublic 
intox ication 
and was fined #1.00 and costs, am ount­ 
ing to $9 .05 which ht- p aid and was 
discharg ed. 


A y oung man was found near M il­ 
roy this 'm orning in an unconscious 
condition and taken to the office of 
Dr. S. C. Thomas, at Milroy . 
Up on ex amination it was found that 
he was suffering from an ep ilep tic fit, 
and he is thoug ht by those wTho saw 
him to be a man by the name of Scott 
who escap ed from the sanitarium at 
Flora, Indiana, about a week ag o.

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Indiana 
Democracy Files in the Faoe 


of Precedent. 
Indianapolis, March 31.—The action 
of the Democratic state commltee in 
deciding to hold two conventions this 
year is regarded by Republicans gen­ 
erally as a sign of weakness in the 
party. 
Tha reason for this is that 
the action is tacitly an admission that 
it has been impossible to find men who 
could even be drafted to fill the places 
on the state ticket. 
There has been 
a rigorous, though quiet, hunt for can­ 
didates going on for months but in 
spite of all efforts to bring out men 
all attem pts bave failed. 
The fact is 
that most Democrats have no idea that 
the party can win and they have no 
desire to become political martyrs.
